the firſt inventor of a Bougie, for we 
find ſeveral old authors mention them 
in their works, particu] arly in Bar- 
bett's Anatom. & Chirurg. Pract. 
and ſeveral others, where they give 
different receipts for Bougies, but it 
1s to be remarked, that theſe Bou- 
gies were to be made uſe of, merely 
as ſounds, or catheters are at preſent, 
to examine the paſſage of the Ureth- 
ra and Bladder, which is a momen- 
tary operation only. 
Mankind are under the greateſt 
obligations to Mr. Daran, for having 
by his great ingenuity, long expe- 


rience, 
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rience, and labour for many years, 
brought this probe or ſound into the 
form as well as the ſpecific virtue, 
properly adapted for curing radical- 
ly thoſe diſorders, for which the 
Bougies of the ancients were never 
intended, nor were they ever em- 
ployed for that purpoſe, not being 
compoſed of proper materials, for cu- 
ring the complaints we now treat of. 


Thirty years ago, when I came to 


England firſt, by the particular deſire 
of a worthy nobleman, whom I had 
the honour to know in Paris, I did

death, which, it is too well known, 
has been the caſe of many. It is by 
no means eaſily accounted for that 
Engliſh ſurgeons, who in general, 
are eſteemed gentlemen of a more 
liberal education than the French, 
and are allowed likewiſe to be as 
dexterous in all the manual opera- 

tions 
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tions of ſurgery, ſhould have ſuch a 


| backwardneſs and diſinclination, to 
embrace any new method, or im- 
provement, eſpecially if it has a fo- 


reigner for its inventor; but an un- 
willingneſs to embrace any new re- 
medy, is, and has been a long time 
paſt, much complained of in Eng- 
land; but this is not all we have to 
lament, for there is a ſtrange repug- 
nancy in many to admit any new 
diſcovery, however beneficial to 
mankind ; of this the Peruvian Bark. 
1s a notorious inſtance, which made 
its way into the world with ſuch un- 
accountable dithculty. I might here 
mention many other noble medi- 
cines, which were long oppoſed by 
the moſt learned phyficians of Eu- 


rope, before they were admitted by 
them 
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them into practice. How neceſlary 
is it therefore for a practitioner to be 
void of prejudice, to abound with 
candour, and to embrace real im- 
provements with eagerneſs. Con- 
ceited authors may rail as much as 
they pleaſe at ſpecific qualities, but 
it is impoſſible for them to make any 
proficiency in the art of healing, 
without an adequate knowledge of 
the alterations each drug will pro- 
duce in the human body, or even in 
external applications, not by their 
mechanical action, but by their ſin- 
gular properties, which are only 
known by experience and not from 
a knowledge of reaſoning a priori. 
Now ſince our acquaintance with 
the virtues of all the Herculean re-

F irt, They may be owing to a natural ſtricture or 
ſtraitneſs of the urinary paſſage, either in part, or in 


its whole length, without any previous cauſe whatſo- Y 


ever; which may be looked upon as a diſorder inherent 
to the conſtitution, and which by age always grows 
worſe and worſe, as it is well known, that age brings 
on a contraction of all the fibres of our bodies and 
diminiſhes the diameters of all the tubes, &c. 


This natural or conſtitutional diſorder, has always 
been looked upon as incurable, and indeed it certainly 
would be ſo, but for the invention of Bougies which 
remove the cauſe at once; firſt by acting as a laſt does 
on a ſhoe, enlarging by degrees the diameter of the 
Urethra, and at the ſame time occaſioning a gentle 
ſuppuration from the glands of the thickened coat of 
it, and by this ſimple and plain method, reducing the 
parts affected to a ſupple and yielding ſtate, ſo as to 
allow a large ftream of water to paſs through without 
reſiſtance.

bladder, will without all doubt, produce another ftil! 


more alarming diſorder, which is a ſtone in the blad- 


der, fo that this diſorder though often looked upon as 
trifling in itſolf, and though eaſily cured, yet in its 


eonſequences from neglect becomes ſo terrible as to 
endanger the perſon's life. 


Secondly, Suppreſſions of urine often ariſe from ut- 
cers, attended with proud fungous fleſh in the urinary 
paſſage, owing to venereal diſorders that have been 


miſmanaged in the cure, either by the ſurgeon's or 


patient's fault, from aſtringent injections, or other 
prepoſterous methods; which, when of long ſtanding 
become inveterate and obſtinate, producing fiſtulas in 
the neighbouring parts, ſo that the natural channel of 
the urine being plugged up, the water makes its way 
through the integuments, forming different hollow 
urinous finuſes and fœtid ulcers, which are the more 
terrible as no perſon ever yet was ſo happy as to find a 
cure, but by the uſe of the right prepared Bougies ;

but the urinary paſſage being ſo entirely ſtopped up with 


a fungous that it was a work of five weeks before I could 


get through this violent obſtruction; but having got at 
laſt quite into the bladder, in five weeks more I had the 
pleaſure to ſee the natural courſe of the urine reſtored;

A Youth, but ten years of age, ſon to a gentleman of 
great diſtinction, being at an academy a ſmall diſtance 
from London, the maſter of which haying conſulted | me, 
and ſtated the fituation of his ſcholar, which was a natural 
ſtraitneſs of the diameter of the uriny paſſage, which only 
permitted the water to paſs in a ſize of a ſmall thread;
